JUDICIARY BILL. 


POSTPONED TILL AFTER THE 
RECESS. ' 

The Senate met yesterday afternoon under 
the presidency of Lord Glenavy. i 
The meeting opened with the meeting .of 
prayer by che Assistant Clerk. 
Mr. Samuel L. Brown, K.C., took the 
oath and his seat in the Senate. i 
The Chairman announced that the second

On the second reading of the Expiring Laws 
(Continuance) Bill, 

Mr. Thomas Linehan moved to delete from 
the schedule the -Labourers (Ireland) Act, 
1885, and the several amending Acts which 
were subsequently passed. He said that the 
first of these Acts was passed forty years ago. 
He held that the object for which the Acts 
were passed had been achieved, and that a 
sufficient number of houses had been built in 
the rural areas—in fact, there were more 
houses than there wefe tenants. In some 
cases it was found necessary to give: two houses 
to one tenant with a view to keeping the 
houses from going to ruin. (Laughter.) The 
materials of some of the cottages that were 
not occupied were being looted, and the 

tches of ground attached to them were 

ecoming a commonage, or, in some cases, re- 
verting to the farmer from whom they were 
taken and paid for by the District Council or 
the Board of Guardians. 

He held that if there was any money avail- 
able for-housing it should be diverted from 
the rural areas and transferred to the city 
and urban slums for the relief of the dwellers 
in those slums. When the rural cottages were 
built they cost about £80 apiece, and they 
were let at a rent of ls. a week, . As time 
went on the cost of building cottages went up 
to £350 or £400. The repairs to those cottages 
amounted to considerably more than the rents 
received from the tenants. Theréfore, it 
would be good policy fromthe point of view 
of the ratepayers that the cottages shouldbe 
transferred to the occupiers @s owners, Many 
— who were not qualified under'the Acts 
ad got possession of the cottages. 


FAULT OF ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. Westropp Bennett said that the errors 
described by Mr. Linehan had occurred, ‘but 
they were the fault rather of administration 
than of the Acts themselves, He did not 
agree that the want of houses had been com- 
pletely filled in the rural districts. In his 
own district probably more had been dóne 
under these Acts than in any. 
Ireland ; yet the want of houses.

| be taken ftom the rural district’ and | ded 
on the abolition of slums in the cities might

rs. Cosgrave said that “ Beechpark’’ was 
in perfect repair before the outrage. She had 
already expended £750 on the house, and had 
made a statutory declaration regarding the 
value of the furniture for insurance purposes.

Some were 
antiques ‘and others copies.

Mr. Slevin, surveyor, described ‘“‘ Beech- 
park ” as “‘a most complete and substantial 
structure.”

Questioned closely, Mr. Slevin said that he 
considered that there vas practically no‘ 
difference in the saleable value of recon- 
structed buildings and those which stood 
before destruction.

BILL.

DRASTIC PROVISIONS. 


The Collection of Rates Bill, which was 
introduced in the Dail last week, is designed 
to provide means for the collection of arrears 
of rates and to authorise collection, during a 
limited period, through, or by means olf, the 
post. Where a defaulter has not paid his 
rates the Under-Sheriff will be given a 
warrant under which he will be empowered 
to levy for the amount of the rates due. 
After the warrant has been issued, and until 
the Under-Sheriff has made a return to such 
warrant, the amount certified to be due shall 
only be payable to, and receivable by, the 
Under-Sheriff,. and not by a rate. collector or 
other officer of the local authority. 

Upon the recéipt from the Minister of the 
warrant the Sheriff: shall proceed to levy the 
sum’ dhe ‘by seizing ‘the goods, animals and 
other chattels within his bailiwick belonging 
to the defaulter. 

A warrant of this kind: shall be executed In 
priority to all writs of execution, civil bill de- 
crees and orders, and other documents of execu-
